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STEEL TREATMENT 


Since no steel tool is any better than its hardening, and since many of the tools in the fol- 
lowing pages must be sharpened and re-hardened before they are worn out, we have thought 
it advisable briefly to outline here something of the behavior of tool steel when it is heated and 
cooled, and the best practice to follow in forging, hardening, and tempering. 


Basically, tool steel is an alloy of iron and carbon. The carbon is in the form of very 
small particles of iron carbide scattered throughout the iron. Other alloys, such as Vanadium, 
Chromium or Molybdenum, are sometimes added to improve the quality, but these would not 
be helpful if it were not for the carbon. They work with and serve to strengthen the effect of the 
carbon. 


What is the action of the iron carbide? Simply this: at a dull red heat it dissolves in the iron, 
just as sugar dissolves in coffee. When the hot steel is quenched, it stays dissolved, except for 
very fine particles — so small that even a powerful microscope will not disclose them. These 
act to key the whole mass of the steel together — making it hard. 


If you break a hardened piece of tool steel, you will see that it is crystalline. A trained ob- 
server can tell the hardening heat that was used by noting the size of the crystals. For as soon 
as the iron carbide dissolves, the crystal grains begin to grow, so that their final size is deter- 
mined by the temperature. A coarse grain is weak and brittle. This brings us to the precau- 
tions to be observed in 


Forging 


. Steel may be “burst’’ by a cold center. 


. Since carbon is necessary to the hardening of tool steel, 


it must not be removed. Air, or gas with an excess of 
air, blown against hot steel will remove the carbon 
from the surface. Therefore, avoid sharp blasts or a 
“cutting flame.” When you see little explosions com- 
ing from the hot steel, you are burning out the carbon. 


. The grain size of forged tool steel is determined by 


the finishing temperature. The ideal finishing tempera- 
ture to secure the finest grain for carbon tool steel is a 
dull red. Steel finished at a yellow heat will be coarse- 
grained and may crack in hardening. 


Therefore, 


heat slowly to be sure the center is up to heat before 
the outside is overheated. 


. Special precautions must be taken, when forging steel 


that has once been hardened. Unless it is heated very 
slowly — particularly at first — it will crack. 


. Many tools, such as Moil Points, Asphalt Cutters, Chisel 


Bits, Clay Spades, etc., are furnished by us hardened 
and tempered all over, so as to give the whole tool 
extra strength and resistance to fatigue. When re- 
forging and re-hardening such tools, take care to 
confine the heat as closely as possible to the point. 
Avoid drawing the temper out of the remainder of the 
tool — thus weakening it. 


Hardening 


. Never attempt to harden directly from the forging. No 


man is skillful enough to finish his forging with a suffi- 
ciently even heat. Cool slowly from the forging, then 
reheat to a dull cherry red, for hardening. 


. When heating for hardening, do not use your blast. 


Let the heat soak slowly into the steel. We cannot 
make this too emphatic. If you do not, the thin parts of 


the tool will be at much too high a heat, consequently 
coarse-grained and weak before the heavy parts are 
up to heat. Low and slow is the motto for hardening. 


- Quench in clean cool water or brine. Avoid sharp 


junction lines of hard and soft metal by moving the 
tool up and down. Try to get an even flow of the 
quench over all parts to be hardened. 


Tempering 


Tool steel, when hardened, is in a highly strained con- 
dition. It should never be put to work without temper- 
ing, to relieve these strains. When tempering is done 
by letting the heat run back to a definite color, the rate 
of heating is usually too fast to relieve these strains 
fully. Therefore, it often pays to re-polish and again 


apply heat to bring the point of the tool to the desired 
color. Most of the tools illustrated herewith should be 
tempered somewhere between a very light straw and 
a purple, using the lighter colors for parts that must 
stand the most wear and the darker for those which 
require the greatest toughness. 





The observance of these few simple rules will prevent many a cracked or broken tool.
